CHILDREN AND HEALTH.—One the con- 
ditions precedent the issuance permits enab- 
ling children engage work New York city 
the procurement certificate physical fit- 
ness. The Child Labor Committee that city 
close co-operation with the Bureau Child Hy- 
giene the municipal Health Department.

LIBRARY SERVICE AND THE SCHOOLS. 
—The American Library Association contemplates 
survey school library service the United 
States, with view considering what respect 
can improved. Undoubtedly there has been 
marked growth this service during the past de- 
cade, paralleling the enormous expansion the 
machinery secondary education and the revolu- 
tion school methods which have taken place dur- 
ing the time. There was period during 
which educators welcomed such library service 
was given, without assuming responsibility for its 
maintenance, but recently their attitude has 
changed. 

Nearly every state the Union now has school 
library law, and least four states require the em- 
ployment professional librarians accredited 
high schools. Cities and states are appointing 
school library supervisors, while boards educa- 
tion are expending liberal sums library rooms 
and equipment. Pupil training the use books 
carried many places, and numerous experi- 
ments reading guidance are 


While many communities have independent 


school libraries operated all schools the Board 
Education, others depend wholly upon the pub- 
lic library. Rural schools many states receive 
state aid building collections books. 
the other hand, there are still thousands schools 
without library service, while there are localities 
where school boards and library boards become in- 
volved acrimonious discussion outcome 
efforts co-operation.

tion officials that the country large money 
wasted the offering school courses without 
adequate library resources, the purchase the 
wrong books, and the provision books without 
the service requisite make them useful. These 
considerations have suggested the projected survey.

BRANCH NATURE STUDY.—The 
study trees and their products finding its way 
into secondary and grade schools different parts 
the United States, connection with the work 
nature study, geography, general science, biology 
and other established courses. With the object 
supplying teachers with helpful material, the Forest 
Service the government Department Agricul- 
ture has published bulletin, “The Forest: Hand- 
book for Teachers,” which contains matter adapted 
the primary grades well detailed outlines 
for forest study each grade from the Fifth the 
Ninth. 

Each the outlines includes under its special 
topic brief section subject matter, illustrative 
material, study questions, practical exercises, sug- 
gestions for supplementary reading, correla- 
tions with two more subjects such language, 
geography, history, general science, agriculture, 
civics. the outline for primary the first 
section, used the fall, leads through the 
child’s instinctive interest bright-colored autumn 
leaves rudimentary study the function the 
leaves and then the functions other parts 
the tree. Winter study deals with the characteristic 
shapes different tree species, revealed the 
fall leaves, and with the nature and use bark. 


Throughout the bulletin runs the effort stimu- 
late the child’s interest trees that grow near his 
home. Ways which children may learn fores- 
try doing and seeing are outlined directions 
for fifteen simple experiments and practical exer- 
cises. There are directions for making leaf prints, 
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estimating the height tree the shadow 
method, and transplanting seedlings. Other hints 
for busying young brains and fingers include direc- 
tions for making forest calendar, collecting wood 
specimens and preparing forest museum for the 
school, and using woods for the manufacture 
novelties connection with manual arts work. Fur- 
thermore there are helpful suggestions for the plan- 
ning and management field trips. The bulletin 
concludes with bibliography supplementary 
reading arranged according suitability for the 
different school grades.

with the object shielding German youth from 
moral contamination publications devoted the 
dissemination “literary trash and mud.” 

When the measure was introduced, related,

and half-criminal literary trash which has been sub- 
merging German bookstores since the end the 
war.”

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Talks With Grade Teachers

Editor’s Note: A special series of articles will be contributed 
by the author on primary grade work, embracing the first, 
second, third and fourth grades. The following article con- 
tains suggestions for the teachers in the first and second grades; 
the October issue will contain the suggestions for the third 
and fourth grade teachers. The preparation of the articles has 
been made to meet the growing requirements of primary teach- 
ers, and hence the articles will find a wide and favorable circle 
of readers. 


HEN the little ones come school the age 

six, they come either from Mother’s school, 
from the kindergarten. either case they have 
had some schooling; some knowledge that would 
desirable foster, and some that would bet- 
ter forget. All depends upon the choice the 
tutor and her care the child, also the influence 
outside association the child’s activities. 


The child now brought before the teacher 
the first grade, and said teacher confronted with 
many problems there are children her class. 
The task not easy, neither difficult. For the 
teacher who loves her calling the task delightful. 
Such teacher realizes her responsibility, and 
the discharge her duty towards these cnildren she 
deluged with pleasure for she sees the little men 
and women before her future citizens great 
country. Perhaps her class little man who 
will yet president the She may have 
there the future governor the State; another wno 
will the mayor the city and even one who may 
the Bishop the Diocese. One these little 
women upon whom the teacher now gazing may 
sometime the first Lady the land; another 
may queen some foreign country; and yet 
another, leader tne literary field. These achieve- 
ments are all possible, not probable. Now, let 
leave the honor and glory that come from fame 
aside, and gaze into the home the wealthy, into 
that the poor, and into the one comfort. Let 
the teacher see there the master the home and 
his queen. quite possible that this teacher has 
here her class those future parents who will 
the tutors other children before they find their 
way for the first time into school room. How will 
these little ones the next generation tutored 
inthe home? Will not that depend largely upon the 
present training the little men and women 
their early years? This the starting point, and 
this thought starting the child his train- 
ing that will the comfort the teacher the 
first grade. Now, let’s leave earth for while and 
picture the saints celestial glory. How did they 
reach these Who helped them and guided 
them the way? What part did their first teacher 
have this glory which now theirs? These are 
some thoughts for all teachers but especially for the 
first grade teacher consider. 

Let the first grade schoolroom heaven 
earth for the little ones who come “learn things.” 
The writer recently asked child, What you 
school? And the child answered, “We learn 
things.” Then, school place where “learn 
things.” Not only are the children learn read 
and write and spell and speak correctly, 
but they are “learn things.” Yes, they are 
“learn things” that are much more important than 


the knowledge the three R’s. They are learn 
many things that will help them all through life; 
help them good citizens, faithful their God 
and their country. Then indeed will they reach 
the heights spoken above. 

And this definition the 
“School place where learn things,” true 
definition, and gives better understanding 
the meaning school than the definitions the 
modern The child had the right idea, 
and expressed very clearly, “School 
where learn things.” 

Aside from teaching the child how read and 
write and express his thoughts correctly, what 
are the “things” they are learn? The first thing 
the “things” they should taught learn 
HOW LIVE. How live with one another, 
how live for one another, how love one another. 
With this acquisition they will TRUE and 
HONEST. They will not lie, nor steal, nor quarrel. 
These are “things” learn, and the little ones are 
anxious learn, the zealous teacher who loves 
her calling and appreciates her position will de- 
luged pleasure the thought being instru- 
mental starting the childen their path life. 

From the point education, important thing 
for the first year child learn able read. 
Much time should put the reading exercise 
for the end the first school year child should 
able read quite well. Present day methods 
teaching children read are far superior those 
the past, and after one year’s instruction the child 
quite efficient primary reading, Too, can 
learn spell little words, and some number 
work, The appliances for number work for children 
are numerous and interesting that the child 
learns from playing the games; learns his num- 
ber work without knowing that performing 
Now, while the reading and the writing and 
the spelling are all attained the simplest way pos- 
sible, and while the acquisition this knowledge 
necessary, there another thing the “things 
learn” which still more important, and this item 
the expression thought. These little people 
talk all the time, have been talking for some years, 
and now time correct their incorrect habits 
speech. school the place where “we learn 
things,” this thing correct expression thought 
all their educational training the most import- 
ant. But the tactful teacher will careful and en- 
avoid constant correction the beginning 
the school year. correct child every time 
speaks, intimidate him, make him feel his 
inability talk certain fear seizes the 
child and becomes unwilling talk lest 
corrected laughed at. becomes sensitive and 
loses his original free abandon, and then the task 
instruction becomes difficult for the teacher. The 
time correct the child each time speaks the 
beginning the third month school, for that 
time the tactful teacher will have these little peo- 
ple seized with desire say correctly whatever 
they have say, and the children themselves will

They will the alert constantly for incorrect 
expressions, and they should trained that 
when correction given feeling pleasure and 
not pain will the result. They should made 
feel that the child who gives the correction 
friend and not enemy. 

The first month school the teacher should 
busy making the little people feel home, making 
them love their new association, making them re- 
gard their teacher good friend take Mother’s 
place for them the school; inspiring them 
desire brothers and sisters one family; 
live for one help one love 
one another. teacher succeed instilling this 
spirit into her children, then the beginning the 
third month the school year, corrections can 
made mistakes occur, and everybody will hap- 
“learn things.” 

For the present, are concerned with the first and 


second month the school year, and later, will con- 
sider helps for the third month. 


Now, while instructing the children read and write 
and spell little words means their desk cards, and 
manipulate numbers, the teacher should more vigi- 
lant regard helping them express their thoughts 
correctly. their little world conversation there are 
not many errors, and one these taken 
time and worked upon until the correct expression becomes 
natural them that error made thereafter would 
sound most disagreeable their trained ears, the teacher 
has succeeded conquering error that will never again 
appear the little folk’s expressions, and all will will- 
ing watch for mistakes made others, and also will 
willing themselves corrected for this particular mis- 
take. Too, they will notice such error made older 
children, and perhaps their parents. the first year 
the children have language books, for they are not yet 
able read, but the teacher should careful teach 
these little ones the correct expression thought she 
teach the proper pronunciation words their 
reading. 

The children themselves will furnish the material upon 
which the teacher will work the language period, for 
the language period should held regularly and 
religiously the reading period. One error should 
selected, one that most common the speech the 
little people, the teacher should tell the children the cor- 
rect way, giving reasons whatever, except that 
SOUNDS better, the RIGHT way. 

The Language instruction the first week school 
should confined introduction. Let the teacher intro- 
duce herself her class some such way this: 
name Miss Jones. live 222 Lawrence Street. 
glad the teacher the first grade because 
love little children. glad see many nice little 
girls and boys here, and know that will love you all, 
and will have such nice time learning many things 
school. Now, you know name, and you know just 
where live. would like know the names all 
children, and also where they live. sure each child 
here knows his name and where lives. Any one who 
wishes may come and introduce himself. now the 
children feel right home with Miss Jones, for she is, 
kind and motherly, and shows the little ones that she 
their friend. They are happy and anxious stand the 
floor front the class and introduce themselves. Some 
child will ask permission introduce himself and the 
teacher pleased. Mary stands front the room and 
introduces herself. “My name Mary Garden. live 
140 Loeust Street. like Miss Jones. like come 
school.” This may the first time that Mary has met 
Miss Jones. But Miss Jones her first appearance with 
her sweet voice and kind ways has captured the little 
hearts, and the little ones are ready say that they like 
her. After child tells his name and where lives, 
should allowed tell anything else wishes tell. 
this way the children are giving you little oral composi- 
tions the very first week the school year. John may 
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ask introduce himself, and gives something like the 
following: “My name John Hart. live 522 Monroe 
Street. mother brought school this morning. 
Daddy told not cry.” child can stand before 
the class and look into the faces the children, and tell 
his name and where lives, and add anything else 
wishes to, then that child happy his surroundings and 
ready work and learn. But there child who 
timid, and who does not want introduce himself, the 
teacher should not attempt make him so, for that 
would make the child unhappy, and would have 
love for school. will come out all right after gets 
used the other children and becomes accustomed 
hearing them talk. Such children should encouraged, 
but never forced. Nothing ever accomplished forcing 
child anything. The secret use means 
which the child will love the thing, and his 
own desire. 

From the very beginning, the children should taught 
speak distinctly and clearly and intelligibly that all 
can understand every word that uttered. Let them 
slowly, pronouncing each syllable correctly. child 
should run his words together, great care should taken 
that learn speak distinctly from the very begin- 
ning. Such children should allowed give only their 
name and street address, such as: “My name John 
White. live Laurel Street.” This should suffi- 
cient for the child, and this alone practiced until can 
give slowly, and clearly, and distinctly. the enuncia- 
tion good, the voice should trained sweet and 
low—never loud, harsh, boisterous—yet distinctly heard 
every part the room. training enunciation 
neglected the first years the child’s schooling, 
that child handicapped all through life. passes 
through the grades, then through high school, and perhaps 
through college, and through the rest his existence with 
those muddled tones that are abominable the ear. 
Only those who take special courses expression can get 
rid the tones that grade teachers permitted them use 
through the grades. The very first year not too soon 
begin teach the child proper enunciation. 

Let the first grade teacher realize her responsibility 
this particular point, and, the child trained carefully, 
will enunciate properly, and after year’s practice 
correct enunciation, there will little work for the second 
grade teacher do. But the trouble the first grade 
teacher leaves the second, and the line until 
the child launched into high school and then too 
sensitive corrected for his unintelligible enunciation. 
Where can done there should teacher Expres- 
sion for all the grades, and the work should begun 
the first grade. Many schools have special teacher for 
this very desirable instruction, but schools where such 
teacher not employed, the regular teacher the grade 
should the work.

Does she speak slowly and with effect, 
using sweet, low voice, bearing out Shakespeare his 
“And her voice was ever sweet and Iow, excellent thing 
woman.” the state board examiners would exact 
the passing examination Voice Training from pros- 
pective teachers, thousands little children would 
made happier their older years. 

have said that the children themselves will furnish 
material for the language lesson. The teacher should 
watch carefully the expressions the little ones, and 
when she discovers expression that commonly used, 
and incorrectly so, she should take that particular expres- 
sion and work its correct form. Supposing little Bob- 
bie comes running all out breath “Teacher, 
seen Frank robbing bird’s nest.” Here are two mis- 
takes. The child must taught say, “Miss Jones”, 
and not “Sister Mary”, and not 
the sentence Bobbie gave, should have used “saw”, 
and not “seen”. But the wise teacher will not notice either 
these mistakes. She will give her whole attention 
Bobbie, she will listen his story; and when Frank 
comes along with bird’s egg, she will get the whole class 
interested, and this will form the subject for the Language 
lesson today.

The pupils who will pass this 
life intellectual pursuits, and who get the 
sary training for the practical side their lives from 
their home environment, are such small factor 
numerically that the schools are not acting wisely 
shaping all their work for them. 


“The conventional type education which trains 
children docility and obedience the careful

performance imposed tasks because they are im- 
posed, regardless where they lead, suited 
autocratic society. These are the traits needed 
state where there one head, care for and plan 
for the lives and institutions the people. But 
democracy they interfere with the successful con- 
duct society and government. Our famous defi- 
nition democracy ‘government the people, 
for the people, and the people’ gives perhaps the 
best clew what involved democratic so- 
ciety. Responsibility for the conduct society and 
government rests every member seciety 
fore, everyone must receive training that will en- 
able him meet this responsibility, giving him just 
ideas the condition and needs the people col- 
lectively, and developing those qualities which will 
ensure his doing fair share the work govern- 

Throughout the country, wise minds have been 
working over the problems change and improve- 
ment, now groping, now visioning, and occasionally 
hitting scheme substantial advance. Occa- 
sionally they have been led into by-paths and have 
occasioned the cry “fads.” the great cities, 
some industrial communities, sometimes small, 
remote, out-of-the-way places, plans have been made 
and tried, and out has resulted greater interest 
learning and culture, improved material condi- 
tions, and zest for real advancement, better under- 
standing one’s duties and enrichment life.

One these, seems me, calls for special com- 
ment, and this the question the length the 
school day and school year,so cut down, pos- 
sible, some the pre-college years. Our American 
life complex, our activity and intensity, the 
varieties our climate are great that any con- 
siderable lengthening the school year would inter- 
fere sadly with the habits and the recreations 
great numbers, and perhaps take from many others 
opportunities for earning that are not undesirable. 
Again, our Catholic schools are taught religious 
whose rule life such that they could not give 
the work the classes much more time than they 
now give without breaking the time needed for 
religious duties, intellectual and professional ad- 
vancement, and needed and healthful recreation. 
would seem that time saved, must 
saved some other way, probably through 
further pruning the content the traditional stu-

Educational cost growing leaps and bounds, 
some unnecessary, but much legitimate 
result the increasing expenditures other phases 
life.

called the “endowment consecrated men and 
women,” but even our scnools must face the pros- 
pect higher expense, they hope compare 
general results with other schools. 

The Catholic Schools Tomorrow will, all 
common schools, less bookish than they are to- 
day, and this may mean more outlay well reor- 
ganization present methods. Not enough done 
schools just now serve the instinct activity 
every child, enable him through the senses, 
through play, tarough making things for his use, 
learn the thousand and one things that cannot 
learned any real way from books. 


The school buildings usually erected great cost 
must come utilized greater advantage and 
for many more hours day than present, not only 
the regular pupils the school, but the mem- 
bers the parish community centre. Many 
localities have worked out plans for mental, phy- 
sical, cultural and moral improvement through the 
use the school plants assembly places for so- 
cial, civic, dramatic study, and recreational 
opportunity, but there room for great deal more 
such activity for all schools. 

Again, keep pace with the progress others, 
have our pupils lose nothing because their at- 
tendance our schools, plans must made con- 
nect the pupil’s classwork with the practical life into 
which must enter sooner later—the life 
manufacture, agriculture, and commerce, well 
that ideal life acquaintance with nature that 
should mean much for all us. This may mean 
establishing contacts through the schools, and mak- 
ing rearrangement schedules that Catholic 
pupils may not handicapped any more than need 
be. 

These are some the ideas and practices engag- 
ing the thoughts and labors the foremost educa- 
tors the day, and far can see, for the 
present and the immediate future, they are real for- 
ward steps. For our Catholic schools, however, 
there are other movements that mean vastly more 
for their future success and improvement than any- 
thing that has been discussed previously this 
short paper. education, are getting away 
from the parochial system and building system 
based community diocesan units. present 
there real enthusiasm and decided action the 
foundation diocesan high schools, spacious, well- 
equipped, well-conducted and worthy place 
alongside any school similar grade. They are 
rapidly taking the place the small parish high 
schools that served their day and generation pretty 
well, but most cases, cannot now any reason- 
able way hold their own against organized, well- 
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financed, well-taught, well-conducted central acad- 
emy high school. The future may see the dio- 
cesan high school idea extended rural districts 
where will real boon Catholic life. 


More auspicious even for our schools tomorrow 
the widespread interest the part all con- 
nected with Catholic education improve the per- 
sonnel teachers and administrators. Sisters and 
Brothers all Congregations are evincing inter- 
est their own intellectual and professional im- 
provement, greater, perhaps, than ever They 
seek, often the price exhausting labor, get 
all possible fit them for the tasks they see before 
them. Community courses that utilize almost all 
leisure time, summer courses, extension courses are 
followed with eagerness. The Catholic colleges have 
opened their doors generously those seeking help, 
and have given the sanction their highest degrees 
hundreds those students whose work not only 
merited the recognition, but has often been the 
highest type scholarship. This attendance 
members the various communities the centres 
learning, with its class and lecture contact, with 
its exhibition abilities limitations, makes for 
largeness and broadness view, works for better 
understanding and finer toleration, mutual respect 
and delightful spirit religious cameraderie that 
had field for cultivation the past. Contact with 
lay teachers interested similar way with the 
religious will work for less narrowness and self- 
sufficiency and will often source much in- 

The results are not measured merely the 
work those taking advanced courses Catholic 
colleges, even more advanced and technical work 
elsewhere, but rather the helpfulness that the 
very well trained carry with them their Com- 
munities, and the spirit study that their example 
engenders among their co-workers, spirit that they 
foster through their own labors, directors stu- 
increasingly large numbers educational scho- 
larly topics the growing and improving magazines 
devoted exclusively education carrying depart- 
ments devoted it. 

Not the least the hopes for the future the 
schools will result from the professional preparation 
and training the clergy who under the designa- 
tion the Bishops are administrative officers Su- 
perintendents Schools most the dioceses 
our country the present time. Building 
thorough general philosophical and theological edu- 
cation, further structure pedagogical science, 
they serve guides direct the way, warn 
dangers, and make sure goal that means success. 

The reason for the foundation our system 
Catholic education found our conviction 
that morality inseparably associated with religion, 
or, other words, that religion the basis 
morality. the Catholic schools tomorrow 
would fall short their mission did they not, 
keeping with real progress other directions, make 
real step forward the teaching religion. Who 
can doubt that the zeal exhibited the past, en- 
lightened the wisdom and learning the present, 
will produce generation God-fearing, devoted 
sons and daughters Holy Mother Church?

The original American college liberal arts was 
patterned the two upper forms the 
English Public Schools and the first two years 
the university abroad. But the American college 
faced unique situation. had the fear God. 
had little experience, background, 
money. The college population was typical the 
hinterland. College standards were low, were 
standards living. Such was, college op- 
portunity was indicative membership the lei- 
sure class. They were pioneers. Their colleges were 
the attempts pioneers. During that period the 
college curriculum represented organization 
subject matter based largely the humanities. 
Then classical education was liberal education. 
That was equally true our best Catholic tradi- 
tions. With the founding John Hopkins 1876 
had our first university the European kind. 
That fact and the influence Charles Eliot be- 
ginning 1869 recognizing “no real antagonism be- 
tween literature and science” and consenting “to 
such narrow alternatives mathematics clas- 
sics, science metaphysics” (Inaugural address 
October 19, 1869) forced reorganization the col- 
lege curriculum. the pedagogical 
pendulum swung the other extreme, away from 
prescriptions, classics, philosophy, toward unlimited 
electivism, bread and butter subjects, and science. 
The effects the Eliot influence were unforeseen. 


Meanwhile science had pushed forward the limits 
human knowledge. That revolutionary occur- 
rence, the Industrial Revolution, had its roots 
applied chemistry and physics. revolution 
the technology manufacture and transportation 
had American phase that reached flood stage

the that movement was move- 
ment the intellectual order. Auguste Comte 
his Cours Philosophie Positive (published 
1842) sketched the basic conceptions new 
science, sociology. His ideas, tho vague, pointed 
theory that would galvanize not vitalize experi- 
ence. Sociology began physical science. Spen- 
cer developed that form. Ward, 
August Schaffle, Giddings transformed into 
psychological science which Ellwood has perfected. 
the ’70s Darwin, Huxley, Wallace were active 
biology and anthropology. Psychology emerged 
experimental science first Leipsig, later 
Louvain, ultimately Harvard. this time too 
theoretical and organic chemistry made new gains 
England. The Germans enlarged and applied 
these findings change standards living. 
Astronomy and mathematics took upward trend. 
Recent developments physics, the electron theory, 
relativity, and the quantum theory have set aside 
older notions. These advances point view 
and practice brought change into our social life and 
philosophy, into art, letters, political philosophy, and 
criticism. this critical pass new problems arose 
for American educators. They called for solution. 
But thinkers had lost perspective and lacked sym- 
pathy. They could not pool resources effort 
toward solution. They lacked 
ground experience, They had unity outlook 
only within their specialties. Specialization leads 
discovery. does not lead synthesis. 


Then the beginning the twentieth century 
certain creative workers laid hold two con- 
cepts for thought-organization—one the idea de- 
velopment, the genetic viewpoint, the other the idea 
the associational process. Out these came the 
newer sociology and the newer social sciences. They 
developed their own methods and technique. Their 
field study was broad the social environ- 
ment. Their positive teaching rested one the 
other theory historical progress. From the begin- 
ning the social sciences took leading role edu- 
cation, literature, and art. They shifted attention 
from the individual the needs society the 
large. They inspired historians attempt univer- 
sal and social history. They directed the artist 
themes and motives expressive development and 
social amelioration. But education their influence 
greatest. 


Just years ago President Meikeljohn initiated 
movement that has affected the liberal college. The 
social sciences supply the energy for that movement. 
Their methods and technique for making rapid, 
general, review situation open opportunities 
for teaching and learning.

(Meiklejohn, The Liberal College, 
page 135). 

Colleges the Atlantic seaboard, fewer the 
West, such Antioch, Missouri, Stanford, followed 
the lead Amherst. The years 1919, 1920, 1921 
saw the rise and spread the initiatory courses for 
freshmen. the main they helped the student to- 
ward life-view and world-view, see life stead- 
ily and see whole. effect that was neces- 
sary teach him, possible, how think and 
think straight. That job the preparatory school left 
untouched broke down doing. give the 
student method thought some colleges frankly 
put ‘him study evolution, others study 
problems current interest; still others selected 
study nature, the world and man. Some 
introduced the student directly critical habits 
thought, reality course logic and applied 
psychology. Other institutions conceived quite dif- 
ferently freshman needs. They explained “the 
new students the organization and administrative 
system the university” the aims the college, 
provided general acquaintance with college work. 
Others departing even more from philosophical out- 
look reached back strengthen weaknesses the 
use tools and methods sustained and sys- 
tematic work. 


Now allow make distinction here. Those 
courses that help the student form life-view 
world-view and stress training thinking, 
logical responsiveness and pursuit, should called 
“survey courses.” Their gaze directed the 
they review human achievements and human fail- 
ures. Courses that aim adjust the college en- 
vironment emphasize college aims, how study, 
how read, how budget time, the use the 
library, care health, the purpose courses 
art, science, fine arts, reveal the nature de- 
mands, and satisfactions post-collegiate occupa- 
tions are properly “orientation courses.” Such 
courses strengthen weaknesses remove defi- 
ciencies English, mathematics, foreign lan- 
guage, should termed definitely “special courses,” 
special Latin, special English, special mathematics. 
Now what the value these courses? 
need for them, and particularly, there need for 
the survey 


You will agree, think, that far candidates 
for entrance differ amount and kind prepara- 
tion, “special courses” may serve level them 
college grade. They appear indispensable col- 
leges admitting certificate only and allowing con- 
ditions sequences and units specific work. 
They not concern schools giving their own exam- 
inations accepting those the College Entrance 
Examination Board. Such courses suggest depart- 
mental, not curricular problem. 

“Orientation courses” have purpose and often 
realize it. Few freshmen sense the significance 
this newer stage their development. Experience 
tends show that high school and family life not 
give preparation for the college adventure. Enter- 
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ing students need definite initiation into the mean- 
ing collegiate life. They require knowledge the 
methods and technique the college employs, and ac- 
quaintance with its offerings, social organization, 
and environmental opportunities. larger institu- 
tions students often profit introduction the 
All may benefit instruction 
methods economy study, health, use time, 
financial resources. Orientation courses appear 
meet those needs. But the chief emphasis fresh- 
man orientation should fall upon educational guid- 
ance, Colleges stressing social and democratic 
ideals and training for future economic and public 
usefulness have discovered values these courses. 
The large state universities and few the large 
Catholic institutions have introduced them their 
schools liberal arts, pre-professional and technical 
schools. But the smaller liberal colleges have not 
accepted orientation courses. The reason obvi- 
ous. With them personnel administration less 
difficult. those schools individual attention 
selling argument) least possible, not real- 
ity. There social osmosis achieves some results un- 
aided orientation. Naturally deans and advisors, 
tho all wise and present everywhere, cannot substi- 
tute for such courses. But small classes, intimate 
association, and vigorous personality 
guide effectively and orient the freshman. Often 
the classes English and hasten the matur- 
ing such habits and attitudes 
courses develop. 


Much can said for orientation courses. They 
take nothing for granted. Those who advocate them 
are realists, not idealists. For them the external 
world and truth are not solely the product the 
striving inner-self. They regard concrete sugges- 
tion, vicarious experience, and the results scien- 
tific research short cuts adjustment. The 
orientation course makes available amount in- 
formation and methods work and study that 
freshman unaided may achieve only after months 
and years. The chief objection freshman orien- 
tation charges coddling, paternalism, and arresting 
student self-development. Persons who bring that 
charge conceive the college complex ob- 
stacles the student’s path. The student must re- 
ing means exercise and exercise law means fa- 
tigue, pain, strength. should refer that the 
Lessing philosophy. Lessing averred that were God 
offer him truth, would refuse it; preferred 
strive for it. 

Critics have attacked the orientation course. Some 
Say attempts too much. Freshmen are children. 
God gave them intelligence and expects them use 
it; such courses deal with the universe college, 
university, and later life, but learn taking 
ideas intervals, turning them over and building 
system relations between them and our abilities 
and interest. Such courses, they say, try condense 
the universe into differential equation. 

courses are incidental and primarily informational 
only secondarily they develop critical habits and 
attitudes. They give matter not 
thought organization.

some recent and otherwise excellent works 
Catholic authors the writing history and 
the study history there exists desideratum 
which the full-viewed student naturally looks for. 
There one excellent work have particularly 
mind which covers for tne student and teacher 
Church history practically every angle the ques- 
tion except that which points towards ecclesiastical 
irregularities and Church abuses. Teachers 
European history realize how largely important 
this question regard certain periods, the period 
the Protestant Revolt, for instance, the 
French Revolution. How are writers history and 
teachers history deal with the abuses the 
Church which loom large before them certain 
this phase the question may not out place 
journal this kind read thousands teachers, 
many whom their history classes have run 
directly into the problem, and have met indirectly 
certain other classes well. 

the substance this question there should 
doubt the mind anyone who possesses 
the genuine instinct historian—who lover 
the truth. Abuses and disorders the Church can- 
not passed over lightly nor slurred over weakly 
any more than can abuses and disorders the state 
the social conditions country. Knowledge 
defined clear and certain apprehension the 
truth. then the historian hold for our 
apprehension the truth the past that may 
know it, must certainly paint for picture that 
true. But picture from which important fea- 
ture omitted not true picture; nor can our 
knowledge right unless conformable tnat 
which complete. Half the truth worse than 
none it, because from half the truth form 
wrong judgments and wrong judgments are worse 
than judgments. This what led the great Pope 
Leo XIII say speaking the historian the 
time that tarew open the archives the Vatican 
the scholars the world: “Let the ‘historian not 
dare say anything that not true, but let him 
not afraid say everything that true.” (Saepe 
Numero, Aug. 18, 1883). The early Jesuit historian 
Sacchini, brings out this truth very well. was 
criticised 1616 some his confreres, tne 
Jesuits Portugal, who protested because his 
history Simon Rodriguez did not omit the 
facts connected with the now well-known trouble 
between Simon and the Jesuit authorities Rome. 
His reply significant: “If things are true, his- 
torian can without violating the laws history and 
his own conscience keep silence about them. 
The reason is, that since the essence history 
narrate outstanding things either good 
who publishes history relating only the good 
things writes himself down willing deceive. 
Truth rightly called the soul history. she 
absent because writers keep silence about what 
should told, history dies.” (Quoted Paul Van 
Dyke: Ignatius Loyola, eminent 
Jesuit historian, Father Astrain, his standard 


work the Spanish Jesuits, shows how the his- 
torians and biographers Ignatius Loyola during 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, gave the 
helpless and hapless reader entirely distorted 
idea the early life the saint because they exag- 
gerated the good, even tne sprouting and growth 
legend, and repressed what they considered dis- 
edifying evil. This what led Paul Van Dyke 
say his recent excellent biography the saint 
that the willingness edifying the expense 
frankness “the curse religious history and 
biography.” (p. 350) only now that much 
our knowledge the past beginning rein- 
formed from the disfiguration suffered tne 
hands historians who from their hatred, from 
their fears, from their unreasoned desires edify 
excuse, have painted for only part the 
picture. The evangelists kept from neither the 
denial Peter, nor the betrayal Judas, and 
are grateful for the knowledge. Let the historian, 
then, witn Pope Leo “not afraid say anything 
that true.” 

There still deeper reason for that candor which 
brings out the whole truth when the writer the 
teacher dealing with those periods European 
history that are big with tne influence they have 
exerted all subsequent ages. Unless such periods 
are thoroughly understood lose the key that un- 
locks for the understanding the periods that 
followed; that unlocks for us, consequently, our 
knowledge and understanding the present. re- 
fer again particularly the period the Protestant 
Revolt and the French Revolution. The nistory 
teacher does fatal thing, stabs truth and pon- 
iards history the heart, when passes over the 
evils and the abuses which were large factor 
the revolts and uprisings against authority taose 
turbulent times. Whether the ecclesiastical abuses 
and disorders were the chief cause the Protestant 
Revolt big and many-sided question which may 
open discussion. But one who has any 
comprehensive knowledge that period will think 
doubting the fact that ecclesiastical abuses figured 
very importantly and exerted wide and powerful 
influence over the march events. Anyone who has 
rambled among the sources the period 
becomes persuaded this fact, and the deeper one 
walks into them the stronger becomes the persua- 
sion, This what led James Harvey Robinson 
his correct statement his recent “The Ordeal 
Civilization.” “It impossible,” says, “to exag- 
gerate the impression wide-spread discontent with 
the condition the Caurch which one meets the 
writings the early sixteenth century.” (page 282) 
might have added that this discontent shows 
itself all through the declining Middle Ages. The 
same may said touching both Church and State 
about the French Revolution. The history teacher 
who passes over this phase the question makes 
himself guilty intellectual crime. Should then 
the Catholic writer teacher endeavor suppress 
the narration these abuses, actuated some 
all dozen motives that might adduced, 
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falls unwittingly into grave misdemeanor man 
and historian: suppresses useful facts, 
helps keep ignorance those that rely upon him, 
misrepresents peoples and times, paints lop- 
sided and distorted picture, disfigures the fair 
form truth. 


great deal this disfigurement has been done 
the past, which explains why the past has been 
misunderstood that learned men have called his- 
tory conspiracy against the truth. But human na- 
ture does not change and men are weak. They are 
often actuated many other things than their 
reason and their dispassionate knowledge. Hatred, 
party spirit, personal bias dislike, fear criticism 
themselves, disedification for others, attach- 
ment also and admiration and love, and hundred 
other things springing from combinations the 
above may now, just well formerly, lead the 
unwary historian into misrepresentation the 
truth and make him the cause the evils that fol- 
low. The last twenty-five years have brought 
great improvement, especially regard the great 
scholars, Catholic and non-Catholic. The rank and 
file have still great deal learn and many are the 
distorted picture truth that are still held 
the gaze the unformed the class-rooms our 
schools and colleges. Father Astrain has said: 
“Catholics and Protestants have agreed writing 
the history the sixteenth century said 
Apelles painted the portrait his one-eyed friend— 
profile. But with this difference that Catho- 
lics present from the side the good eye, and the 
Protestants show from the side the blind eye. 
long history written that partial way, 
will impossible for understand each 
other.” (Historia Compania, LXXII). And 
was very much the same thing that Father Alfred 
Kaufmann, S.J., had mind when wrote: “Per- 
haps Janssen common with other Catholic his- 
torians has times stressed too much the evil ef- 
fects and minimized the causes the great cata- 
Church Historians, They have and they do. 
History not yet being impartially written nor 
impartially taught. Father Thomas Campbell his 
“The Jesuits” (p. 154, ed. 1921) disingenuously cov- 
ers over arbitrary act the Jesuit, Father Par- 
sons, which was prejudicial the cause the dio- 
cesan clergy England. And again read the 
“History the Catholic Church” the Brothers 
Mary, containing many good points and com- 
posed especially for schools: “The laxity some 
the clergy served merely pretext (for the 
Protestant Revolt), for ever since the days Greg- 
ory VII these alleged disorders were far from being 
general.” (p. 140, 6th ed. 1925. Italics mine). the 
light facts these statements are simply not true. 
The sources are loud disagreement; they shout 
and roar opposition. the great Catholic 
historians: Pastor, Janssen, Denifle, Grisar, Astrain, 
Baudrillard and Tacchi Venturi. Betten and 
Kaufmann’s “Modern World” for our Catholic 
schools such antiquated author Dr. Heinrich 
Brueck still recommended without word 
warning his apologetic one-sidedness. dio- 
cesan weekly has recommended without qualifica- 
tion Dr. Reuben Parsons, certain chapters whose 
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works swarm with inaccuracies and many whose 
pages hang awry with weak, misplaced apologetics. 
Thus, spite improvement, the ideal far from 
reached, and because facts are suppressed mis- 
represented, because the whole truth not told, 
not yet understand cataclysmic periods 
Europe’s history, and not have the key 
that unlocks for full and perfect undestanding 
the present. 

Still, remains perfectly true that the class- 
room undiluted doses the truth cannot given 
every group. The whole truth should indeed 
given all, but the younger and more immature 
should given solution. Many things could 
spoken and discussed among graduate students 
that could hardly brought before the imma- 
ture high school fledgling; certain details cannot 
introduced into general course that can per- 
fectly well brought out more specialized lectures. 
But this does not mean that the whole truth not 
imparted, for the picture can made complete, per- 
fectly proportioned and true life without the fill- 
ing every minute detail; and when there are 
shades and shadows, these too can represented 
way not hurtful the immature. could 
well indicated, for instance, even stu- 
dents, that the period the Protestant Revolt, 
many the clergy were not the ideal their 
calling, and that for this and other reasons respect 
and love for the Church had declined, and that this 
contributed the success the revolt. Such kinds 
expositions would injure The picture 
would well proportioned and complete without 
the distortions and misrepresentations which half 
the truth would effect. The teacher himself must 
possession the full picture with all its de- 
tails, and then, with passion and prejudice and party 
spirit and timid fear laid aside, would know how 
connote and dilute his text according the meas- 
ure those whom speaking.—But all 
means partisan history, and the one-sided picture 
which invariably discovers view, avoided. 


The good effects such candid, fearless, un- 
trammeled and scientific spirit are many. The bless- 
ings knowledge and the bounties science are 
always abundant and these blessings the Church has 
always strived make her own, though not seldom 
individuals, less wise and less broadly-visioned than 
their mother, have allowed human infirmity cir- 


cumscribe the breadth their outlook. The bless- 
ings, then, science and truth both demand that 
history and the teacher and the writer it, present 
the full and rounded picture. Enlightenment will 
result, that disperser the lurking shadows that 
attend upon ignorance and falsehood. Girls coming 
out convent schools have heard the universities 
things concerning history that have upset their 
former ideas. They have considered these things 
untrue, have been disturbed the sudden and 
novel presentation They have enquired, 
certain cases, their old teachers, and have been 
answered that indeed the facts were untrue. Some- 
times they could get certain answer from their 
convent school. These facts which the girls heard 
have been true, but they didn’t know because they 
had been reared the darkness partisan history. 
This why doubt, uncertainly trouble, least 
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surprise, came upon them when the full and detailed 
picture was finally, but suddenly, revealed. Teach- 
ers who have gone through this experience with 
girls going out the universities have been exceed- 
ingly grateful for thorough and candid course 
such the scientific spirit non-partisan history 
knows how give. Pupils and even teachers have 
asked whether N., historian great name and 
loyal Catholic, were really good Catholic, since 
brought out his volumes certain facts which be- 
cause partisan history these inquirers had not 
heard before. Such narrowmindedness would dis- 
pelled the light and knowledge genuine history 
properly taught. 

Then there the great and precious boon wnich 
the teacher Catholic schools bears constanly 
mind—the glory God and the salvation souls. 
Truth and science both aid this. where 
Protestant and Catholic intermingle good under- 
standing and good feeling are fruitful blessing. 
true and non-partisan history were cultivated 
both sides such good understanding would im- 
mensely furthered. There are shades and shadows, 
blots and stains, well light and goodly virtue 
either side. The candor complete presenta- 
tion cannot but productive good. The Caurch 
has never claimed impeccability for her members, 
they her simple children they her great lead- 
ers. The very dangers the Church has safely passed 
through, dangers caused the weaknesses some 
her children, give but added proof ner divinity.

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The Trend Teacher Training 


Rev. Sylvester Schmitz, O.S.B. 


EACHER training has often been discussed be- 

fore assemblages, but doubt there ever 
was time when thorough discussion tne prob- 
lem from all angles was more urgent than to- 
day. Catholic education has just passed through 
some time during the past decade, that crisis was 
very keenly felt practically every community 
Teaching Sisters. looking back over the ten 
year period from 1915 1925, not difficult 
matter point out the nature that crisis and 
indicate the chief factors responsible for bringing 
on. the last analysis, was shortage Re- 
ligious teachers who were qualified meet the con- 
stantly advancing state requirements for teaching 
certificates. This was principally felt communi- 
ties when attempting meet the abnormal demands 
for additional high school teachers. The fact that 
the number Catholic high schools nearly doubled 
during the period under consideration partly 
explains the cause this teacher shortage. And 
the statistics showing that the number high 
school teachers required operate these new 
schools increased nearly 400 per cent further enable 
appreciate the abnormal demands for trained 
teachers made upon these communities. And when, 
addition these facts, consider that the ma- 
jority these high schools became accredited high 
schools requiring state certificated teachers, which 
usually meant that such teachers must posses- 
sion bachelor’s degree equivalent training, 
have diagnosed the chief sources the difficul- 
ties which these communities met with during this 
period, Such considerations enable understand 
the worry, the tension and the strain under which 
many these communities well individual 
teachers have been laboring during the years which 
have most recently passed. 


Under normal conditions, the annual increment 
elementary teachers alone that was required dur- 
ing this period meet the needs rapidly ex- 
panding Catholic school system would have been 
problem and source worry and anxiety for many 
these communities. But when addition 
this, the high scheols began expand leaps and 
bounds, when the after-war fever for higher educa- 
tion began exert its influence, and, conse- 
quence, the academies began extend their activ- 
ities and entered the field higher education 
great numbers, easy understand why many 
these communities were reduced the critical 
situation about described. 

All available teaching power was drafted into ser- 
vice. The best qualified teachers every com- 
munity, old well young, were shifted from the 
elementary school into the high and college 
work. Many untrained and inexperienced teach- 
ers—not infrequently novices, many whom had 
had only partial high school training they were 
even that fortunate, were sent into the elementary 
schools fill the places left vacant teachers ad- 
vanced higner spheres teaching. Teachers with 
partial collegiate training, though still retained 


the elementary schools, were rushed off summer 
schools, week-end classes, enrolled extension and 
correspondence courses various kinds, were 
urged study privately certain subjects order 
prepare for state examinations with view secur- 
ing certain credits essential for teaching certificate. 
For such teachers, credit chasing began with 
vengeance. rule, made little difference 
them whether the courses they were taking summer 
after summer and year after year would serve any 
immediate need professional work. Much 
less were they concerned whether not the sub- 
jects they were pursuing represented co-ordinated 
group courses designed give them the best 
possible preparation and training for specified field 
professional work. may well admit toe 
fact that they were chiefly interested securing 
many credits. The driving power behind much 
this work can nicely summarized the follow- 
ing slogan: Get 120 semester hours college credit 
and get them soon possible. The records tne 
past ten years show what extent have suc- 
ceeded, 

Witness the tremendous growth the summer 
schools, week-end classes and extension courses un- 
der Catholic auspices. The number Catholic Uni- 
versities and colleges offering summer courses in- 
creased more than per cent during the five year 
period from 1921 ’26, while the number stu- 
dents enrolled showed increase more taan 
per cent. Bear mind that, the students en- 
rolled, 88.5 per cent were sisters. 

Besides the summer schools conducted stand- 
ard colleges and universities, find enormous 
increase the number summer normal schools 
conducted Religious communities. During the 
period from 1922 1924, the number communi- 
ties offering such summer normal courses increased 
nearly 138 per cent, while the number students 
enrolled, practically all Sisters, increased more than 
176 per cent from 1922 1926, likely that the 
increase summer normal school enrollment even 
greater than this since the figures just cited repre- 
sent the reports from only the institutions 
known conducting such courses. 


Combining both types summer schools just 
described, find that the number increased nearly 
per cent during the four year period under con- 
sideration and that the number students increased 
nearly per cent. These figures not complete 
the story. Numerous week-end classes and exten- 
sion courses likewise sprang into existence. Perhaps 
the best. way represent our minds the extent 
which the Sisters have been utilizing in-service 
methods teacher training during the past five 
years note that more than 36,000 teachers, 
nearly per cent the total teaching corps 
50,000 teachers required operate the Catholic ele- 
mentary and secondary school the United States 
1926, were pursuing summer 
courses various kinds. Making allowance for 
duplications, probably safe say that half 
all the Sisters employed the Catholic schools are 
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availing themselves in-service methods order 
improve their professional Truly re- 
markable showing! This glorious tribute the 
indomitable courage, and the professional spirit 
these self-sacrificing Religious teachers. The Cath- 
olic educational world owes them debt gratitude 
which can never repay. And was chiefly due 
this admirable spirit industy, tnis 
ing devotion noble cause that enabled these 
human dynamos meet the requirements for high 
school teaching certificates and temporarily avert 
the crisis spoken above. 

analysis the type courses these teachers 
are pursuing in-service methods shows that more 
than per cent, 16,314 out 27,030 teachers, 
are taking strictly academic and professional courses 
leading bachelor’s degree, per cent are taking 
normal courses, whilst the remainder, amounting 
nearly 2,000 teachers, are making effort com- 
plete their secondary education. 

What the significance these facts and figures 
for the trend Catholic teacher training? They 
lead two important conclusions: (1) that our 
teacher training effort during the past decade has 
been largely concerned in-service training, and 
(2) that this in-service training has consisted mostly 
courses that are strictly academic character. 
Briefly stated, the trend Catholic teacher training 
effort during the past decade has been decidedly 
the direction academic work and collegiate credit 
secured chiefly in-service methods. 

stressing this fact, have not overlooked the 
important place which the regular normal schools 
for Religious teachers have played the pre-service 
training Religious teachers during the same time 
interval. These schools show enormous increase 
both number and enrollment. Statistics com- 
piled the National Catholic Welfare Conference 
show that the number students enrolled these 
Religious normal schools increased per cent dur- 
ing tne period from 1922 1924 and that the num- 
ber graduates increased 108 per cent during the 
same interval. All available figures show that the 
number Religious communities offering regular 
normal work for their prospective teachers has been 
the increase during the past five years. Unques- 
tionably, these communities are making every effori 
prepare their teachers for their future profession- 
work regular residence methods. However, the 
fact remains that in-service training has dominated 
our teacher training efforts within recent years. 

one will deny that untold good has been ef- 
fected this in-service training and that the pro- 
fessional standing the Catholic 
whole has been greatly improved thereby. would 
the last deny these facts. the contrary, 
maintain that chiefly through these in-service 
methods that the professional standing our Cath- 
olic teachers has been brought such level that 
compares favorably with that the teachers em- 
ployed the public schools throughout the country. 

Some weeks ago completed study the profes- 


sional standing Catholic and public school teachers 
the United States.* 


*In this study were included more than 500,000 teachers employed in 
the elementary and secondary public schools in 36 states and likewise 
more than 10,000 Sisters employed in Catholic schools in 36 states. The 
findings have been reported THE ADJUSTMENT TEACHER 
TRAINING MODERN EDUCATIONAL NEEDS, Abbey Student 
Press, Atchison, Kansas, 1927. 
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Using two years advanced training beyond the 
secondary school stage educational yardstick 
criterion adequate preparation for teaching 
the elementary school—the commonly accepted 
standard—the findings showed that 57.2 per cent 
the Sisters compared with only 50.6 per cent 
the public school teachers measure standard 
minimal preparation. Furthermore, all the ad- 
vanced training which the Sisters have had were 
evenly distributed among all the Sisters employed 
the Catholic schools, this amount would ex- 
pressed single index number 1.6 years 
advanced training per teacher. The corresponding 
number for the public school teachers was only 1.3 
vears advanced training per teacher. The Sisters 
employed the high schools made even better 
showing when compared with the teachers the 
public high schools. The findings revealed that 
per cent the Sisters compared with only 
per cent the teachers the public high schools 
have had four years college training. 


Evidently, then, in-service methods teacher 
training have played and will continue play 
important role the Catholic teacher training pro- 
gram. There great danger, however, that such 
methods will come looked upon the or- 
dinary and proper method training teachers and 
will eventually usurp the place that properly be- 
longs pre-service preparation obtained through 
the regular residence methods. matter fact 
these methods are already assuming the dominating 
role our teacher training efforts, whereas they 
should looked upon mere temporary expedien- 
cies. In-service training has already become 
general and has taken such vast proportions— 
borne out the figures cited above—that any Cath- 
olic educators interested the problem are wonder- 
ing what will lead and where will end. 
Many are beginning realize that these methods 
have been worked over-time; they are convinced 
that requiring Sisters—many them advanced 
years and poor physical condition—to attend 
summer schools and week-end classes year after 
year, not speak the correspondence courses 
which are demanded some cases, will eventually 
impair and undermine both the health and efficiency 
the teaching personnel the Catholic schools, 
that, the very means intended temporary mea- 
sures for the improvement teachers service, 
are likely, the end, become positively detri- 
mental the cause Catholic education. 


The arguments they advance support their 
contention deserve careful consideration. They tell 
us, first all, that the Sisters are human beings and 
not mere machines, Their physiological make-up 
subject the same laws other human beings. 
Consequently, they need rest, vacations and diver- 
sions even more urgently than many other persons 
employed different types work. This continual 
grind, this teaching and study year after year and summer 
after summer will sooner later bring detrimental 
effects. Keep the stress and strain, continue drain 
their energy and sap their strength and sooner later 
human nature will snap and breakdowns will ensue. Let 
these breakdowns become numerous, eventually they 
must, and the teaching personnel the Catholic schools 
will register period retrogression both regards 
numbers and teaching efficiency.

use. Had she corrected the child once, would lose 
that freedom speech which desirable children. 
Now, the teacher sees that time teach the children 
address her as, “Miss and not 
The following day the language period, the teacher 
might begin asking each child call out her own 
name, thus, “Mary”, “Catherine”, “Josephine”, etc. When 
the girls have finished calling out their names, the teacher 
might say, “Each you girls has particular name, but 
ali you are girls. Mary, wanted ask you close 
the door, would not say, Girl, close the door; would 
say, Mary, close the door. wanted John close the 
window, would not say, Boy, close the window; but, 
John, close the window. Now, when you talk me, 
better say, Miss Jones, and not Teacher. When you 
come into the room the morning, say, Good morning, 
Miss Jones. After this instruction, the teacher might ask 
each child think question would like ask her. 
This will get the little people thinking. Frank comes 
forward and says, “Miss Jones, are you glad put the 
bird’s egg back the nest?” And the teacher replies, 
“Yes, Frank, glad you put the bird’s egg back 
the Then the teacher will call the attention the 
class the fact that she did not say, “Yes, Boy,” but 
“yes Frank,” etc. The first grade children are very little, 
but not too little taught this correct form. they 
are permitted practice the incorrect form, then will 
harder for them get accustomed the correct way 
the upper grades, indeed they taught the correct 
form even there. When Mary speaks Catherine, she 
should address her “Catherine,” and when John speaks 
Frank, should address him “Frank”, and not look 
him and say, “Gimme book,” but “Frank, please 
give book.” the thus taught, they 
are “learning But they won’t learn much the 
teacher cross and nervous. The dispeptic 
teacher should the infirmary, and not the class 
room where innocent children may victims her 
spleen. 

And now when Bobbie has forgotten all about his 
“seen”, the teacher ready work that incorrect 
form, and she starts asking some child tell them 
what saw his way school this morning. All 
them are probably anxious begin. When Mary called 
upon, she should take her place front the class, and 
looking straight into the faces the children, begin. Her 
talk will probably something like this, “On way 
school this morning, seen man, and bird, and dog, 
and and automobile, and and cat.”

not SEEN”, then the teacher should call the attention 
the children this correct form and tell them that 
“SAW” the right way, that should never say 
SEEN” for does not sound well, and nice people never 
use it. The children should taught repeat the 
each sentence, thus, “On way school this 
morning, saw boy, saw man, saw bird, saw 
automobile, saw scissors man.” this constant repe- 
tition saw” the expression becomes habitual, and 
will fixed the mind for life. further strengthen 
this habit, instead answering the roll call with “present”, 
have each child, his name called, name some one 
object saw his way home from school yesterday, 
thus, “On way home from school yesterday, saw 
robin.” Also the teacher might invent game called the 
saw game.” Children love play, and the playing 
games the easiest well the most pleasurable way 
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secure correct expressions. One way playing the 
game would allow the children out doors, 
and given signal return, when each would allowed 
name all the objects saw, repeating the saw” 
each sentence. Again they might allowed place 
heads desks, and make believe they are asleep and 
dreaming; awakening they tell what they saw the dream, 
repeating the saw” with each object mentioned. The 
teacher might hang picture the wall, and permit the 
children study for few minutes, then remove the 
picture and have each child tell some one thing saw 
the picture. would wise continue practice the 
saw” expression until the children themselves are very 
sure they will not forget. the mean time while work- 
ing the saw” the teacher carefully noting other 
incorrect expressions the children, but corrections 
should not given the time the mistake made lest 
the children’s freedom speech interfered with. 
child may have been heard say, “It’s me,” “It wasn’t 
me.” These and other mistakes the teacher will list, but 
not attack them, she following the plan work 
one thing time. Now, after much practice, and after 
the children are positive that they will not say seen,” 
the teacher will write the expression saw” the board. 
The children are now made understand that any one 
and obliged name ten objects saw his way 
school. Since the saw” placed the “habit plane”, 
time attack another error, and the teacher will find 
some the common ones her list. She might ask the 
class question such as, “Julia, who was naughty girl 
yesterday?”

And Bobbie 
answers, “It wasn’t I.” Several games for the use this 
expression can invented the teacher dplayed 
the children until they have accustomed themselves the 
correct form. While working the expression “It 
I,” the teacher should not entirely forget the saw,” but 
review that game occasionally, the children this grade 
are very young and their memories, short. When they 
are accustomed using the correct form, “It wasn’t I,” 
this placed the board under the saw,” and after 
this, children found using, “It wasn’t me” must 
corrected once and more practice given them the 
correct form.

The teacher’s memory will serve her record 
the errors later. course, expression which has 
been placed the “habit plane” abused, that must 
taken notice once, but the teacher will not have 
this. the little ones, themselves, are watching for these 
errors, and will very quick announce the fact that 
“some one sick.” Teacher will ask, “Who sick” And 
the probability that the sick child will the first 
reply with, sick. had the SEEN disease, but 
better now. saw, saw, saw.” And the whole 
trouble over with. After the children have had some 
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such training this, their little errors speech will 
gradually disappear. 

Such oral language lessons should taken care 
daily, even twice daily, especially where the class 
teacher who has handle more children 
one class, has tremendous work, and must neces- 
sarily slow. Each child should allowed talk 
that may get used his own voice, and also learn 
from the talks others. The ideal way individual in- 
struction, but the presence the whole class, for indi- 
vidual instruction the absence other children not 
desirable. The child here deprived models, denied the 
opinions other children, and loses much non-asso- 
ciation class. Individual instruction can carried 
beautifully class allowing the child step 
forward each time succeeds conquering bad habit. 
Other children seeing this child permitted stop work- 
ing certain expression, and allowed take 
another, are fired with ambition excel also, and they 
are encouraged make efforts. Owing conditions, all 
the children the first grade must work together, but 
the class there might two divisions, even three. The 
first division would consist the brilliant children; the 
second, those ordinary brain calibre; and third, 
that would consist the slow type. would unfair 
for the teacher give most her time the brilliant di- 
vision, for the other children have equal claim her 
attention, but these brilliant children should 
coached carefully and allowed proceed for would 
injustice keep them back. not the fault these 
children that God gave them brilliant minds, quick ac- 
quire. Their intellect should admired, and they should 
allowed progress. With hard work, the second di- 
vision will able keep with the first, but they 
should remain their own section until capable ad- 
vancing; the third division can very nicely managed, 
allowed slowly, for they cannot advance otherwise. 
When the time for promotion comes, the second division 
which the normal section will have met the require- 
ments, while the first division will have accomplished more, 
and probably within the next two years will able 
“skip grade.” They will succeed doing this they 
are fortunate enough have teachers who will fire them 
with ambition for application, for being brilliant, they 
can more readily grasp the meaning things, and can 
without any injury “skip somewhere along the 
line. Now, the third division may not able “to make 
The parents should told this condition, and sug- 
gestions given them coach their little ones home 
they wish them make their grade. Class exercises for 
this third division should much shorter than those for 
the first and second divisions. These little ones should 
thoroughly understand each step they gradually pro- 
gress, for the thorough understanding what has 
gone before that will help them acquire what 
follow. They should not “rushed” any time. They 
were not made fly. course, where find class 
children whose Q’s are similar, the class work much 
easier. Where, however, there distinct marking 
divisions the same class, individual instruction will have 
conducted some extent. 

Talks for the Second Grade Teacher 

The talk with the First Grade Teacher will equally 
beneficial for the teachers the other Primary Grades, 
and especially for the teacher the Second Grade. Cor- 
rect expression thought the one thing that seems 
neglected the Primary Grades. The language the 
children does not form topic for study. are al- 
lowed years practice incorrect expressions, and that 
the reason that the grade children find their way into 
the high school with scarcely any knowledge Grammar. 
From the high school they college where the English 
Instructors agonize over the prospect being unable 
teach these students English. 

Placing second reader the hands second grade 
children, and giving them language books, proves 
the children that reading more important than language. 
The language book the second year should very 
simple, but there should language book; not 
concrete form, the teacher should supply the material. 
There should language period the class room for 
these little children. they are able read second 
reader, then they should able read the little stories 
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language book which have been placed there for the 
purpose teaching them the correct expression, and the 
little instructions given for the proper use 
language neglected, then the children, who constantly 
use language, are continuing use the incorrect forms 
speech their early school years. The teacher the 
second grade should provided with synopsis the 
language work accomplished the first year, and she 
should continue the work the same plan the previous 
year, 
The first month should given reviews the cor- 
rect expressions learned the first year, then other com- 
mon errors they occur should eliminated, and the 
correct forms studied until they are fixed the minds 
the people. one can suggest, better than the 
children themselves what are the errors worked on. 
The same instructions given the first year teacher hold 
good this class. Besides reviewing the acquired cor- 
rect forms the first year, the teacher this class should 
teach her children introduce themselves the school. 
What has been said regard enunciation and clearness 
speech must carefully carried out with these second 
grade children. The little ones should taught stand 
correct position and face the class, looking into the 
faces, not over them, nor the ceiling, nor yet down 
the floor, but straight into the faces the children 
before them. They should feel perfectly home the 
floor while giving their little talks. Oral compositions 
should their pets, dolls, other subjects dear 
their little hearts. This year the children should under- 
stand what sentence is; that the end sentence the 
voice should drop; that but one thing should told 
each sentence. Sentence may big word for these 
little people, but little people like big words, and few 
desirable ones might thrown into their vocabulary. 
Now, that they are going give their little oral compo- 
sitions three sentences, necessary use the word 
SENTENCE, and their understanding sentence should 
tell one thing and finish, coming full stop. For 
example: The teacher might ask Mary question such 
as, “Mary, have you doll?” And Mary replies, “Yes, Miss 
Jones, have doll.” Then, the teacher explains that 
when Mary says, have doll.” she tells just one thing, 
and comes full stop, therefore the expression, have 
doll,” sentence. The teacher now continues, thus, 
“Mary, tell the name your doll.” And Mary replies, 
“My doll’s name Bess.” Then the teacher asks Mary 
she can tell something about her doll, and Mary 
replies, “My doll has brown eyes.” Now, Mary has given 
three sentences, and she may asked give them 
succession, stopping the end each sentence. And 
Mary will able give the following: have doll. 
doll’s name Bess. doll has brown eyes.” Then, 
Mary may asked she has another doll besides Bess, 
and how she tells them apart. The child will describe 
the other doll, telling how she can tell them apart. After 
this the teacher should write these three sentences the 
board. The children are now learning write, they 
not already know how. When the children see these 
three sentences written, and after the teacher calls their 
attention the word DOLL being used each sentence, 
she asks them try put these three sentences into 
one, and the teacher will surprised see how easily 
they can it: brown-eyed doll’s name Bess The 
teacher may have give some assistance, but she should 
give little possible, for great pleasure for the 
little people discover that they can surprise themselves. 
After few exercises this kind, the children will take 
great delight throwing three short sentences into one. 
the foundation the three sentence composition. 
far have but one sentence, Mary will asked 
tell something else about her doll. Mary says that the 
doll was very sick last week; this gives another sen- 
tence. Mary asked who cured the doll, and when all 
are expecting her say, the doctor cured the doll. Mary 
replies, “Baby Brother killed Bess with his little sword.” 
the three sentence composition written the 
board the teacher and reads, “My brown-eyed doll’s 
name Bess. She was very sick last week. Baby brother 
killed her with his little sword.” Teaching the children 
come full pause after each thing that they tell will 
aid them understand the sentence-sense. 


John asked has dog; replies that has, and 
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then the process the three-sentence oral composition 
goes on. John says: have dog. dog’s name 
Carlo. can fight every dog our street.” The teacher 
will write the three sentences the board, and ask the 
children try put them into one sentence, and with 
little help from her, the children will dictate her what 
write, and will appear thus: “My dog, Carlo, can 
fight every dog our street.” Then, John will ques- 
tioned until can give the next two sentences, and the 
work goes on. 

Pictures should used these months September and 
October, and the Fall season discussed. Many interesting 
oral compositions can given from the study the pic- 
tures. The children should taken walks during this 
beautiful weather and given opportunity for nature study. 
These are some suggestions which may help the teacher 
the second grade.

THE TEACHING RELIGION 
Rev. James Higgins 
Efficient Religious Instruction 


VERY year, the Catholics our country give thou- 

sands dollars build and maintain parish schools. 
They this addition contributing their share 
the support the public schools. Why they make 
this sacrifice? that Catholic children may get knowl- 
edge not only the subjects taught the public schools, 
but also religion. Catholic parents desire religious 
training for their offspring. They wish them have 
knowledge the history and doctrine the religion 
Jesus Christ. They want the future citizens our country 
men and women character. 

view this fact, not important that the re- 
ligious training given our parish schools should 
the first order? the present time, always so? 
all teachers realize the important place that religion holds 
the curriculum? they their best present this 
subject the children efficient manner? 


shall not undertake answer these questions. 
shall leave this matter the individual reader. But will 
say this: there room for improvement the teaching 
religion. the first place, our system religious in- 
struction not properly graded. There are things the 
first five chapters the Baltimore Catechism that are 
beyond the comprehension first grade children. Yet 
these pupils are required memorize the contents 
these chapters. Some teachers seem think that their 
work done when each member the class can recite 
the answer every question. This egregious error. 
mainly responsible for the little benefit that some 
children get from the time given religious instruction 
our parish schools. 

the religious instruction the young, need 
definiteness purpose, suitability material, and adapta- 
tion method. The things studied each year 
the elementary school should carefully graded, and the 
work the eight years should arranged form 
complete unit. The purpose all religious instruction 
should the formation Christian character every 
individual,—a character that will truly devoted God 
and Country. 

Our children, rule, enter school their fifth 
sixth year. hope that the day will soon come when 
pupil will received into the first grade until has 
completed his sixth year. The present-day tendency 
sending boys and girls the first grade when they are 
five years age not commended. neither 
fair the pupils nor the teachers. 

When the ordinary child enters school, generally 
interested wonder stories and the accounts men 
and women who have done heroic and dramatic things. 
revels adventure and hair-breath escapes. 
likes hear brave, generous, and noble characters, 
has strong faith his parents and those around him. 
deeply impressed the actions others. imitates 
far able what sees others doing. The chief 
problem his mind the mastery the subject right 
and wrong. 

Realizing fully the purpose all religious training, and 
knowing the ability and the needs the children the 
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first grade, the teacher should consider carefully the ma- 
terial that best suited develop naturally and efficiently 
their religious life. Paidologists tell that the telling 
appropriate stories the class and the re-telling them 
the pupils one the best ways open the mind 
the first graders. Then there the study religious 
pictures which the child interests predominate, and the 
carrying out action the suggestions kindness, re- 
spect, love, and heroism that the lesson inculcates. When 
possible, the stereopticon should utilized bring 
home the pupils the salient events the life the 
Redeemer. Prayers, songs, hymns, and ejaculations 
simple childlike nature are admirably suited introduce 
the boys and girls the first grade the fundamental 
ideas worship. 

The method instruction should adapted the 
ability the pupils. should aim quality rather than 
quantity. should appeal strongly the childish mind. 
should make haste slowly. The same germinal thoughts 
should repeated over and over again different occa- 
sions and different words. All the work should not 
done the teacher. The pupils should take part the 
work the class. They should feel free ask questions 
and make suggestions. The work assigned should 
neither too easy nor too There should 
gradual progress every lesson. Every Day, some new 
link should added the chain. 

While the teacher striving form men and women 
character, she should bear mind that the pupils 
the class should have opportunity during the first year 
(1) get knowledge God the Father from the works 
nature and from the revealed story; (2) learn 
know and love the Child Jesus well realize far 
they are able the goodness the Saviour; (3) be- 
come acquainted with the remarkable life the Blessed 
Virgin Mary that they might learn love her 
mother; (4) grasp and perform, even though im- 
perfectly, their duties God; and (5) know and 
perform their duties toward their neighbor. 


doing this work, the teacher will endeavor lead 
the child knowledge the Creator well give 
him desire what pleasing God. This can 
accomplished showing God’s great power the crea- 
tion the world, and giving numerous examples 
His care and love us. When the pupils realize God’s 
great love for each us, will not difficult get them 
love God return, and prove that love for our 
Heavenly Father doing His will all things. 
strengthen the conviction God’s unbounded love for 
His children, the teacher can recall some the sufferings 
Jesus. Moreover, the stories great men and women 
who did God’s will all things can called the at- 
tention the pupils show them how they should act 
toward God and His divine Son. 


Bear mind that not sufficient produce “knowl- 
edge” Catholics. The world need more than that. 
needs practical Catholics—men and women who will 
practice the religion Jesus Christ every day their 
lives and all occasions.

The university student takes medical course take 
gradually the characteristic knowledge, traits and atti- 
tudes doctor. has motive, very well defined 
for every step his school achievements, and the course 
becomes not only interesting but accomplishing, and all 
these react further achieving, and degrees trans- 
form his personality, that every one knows what man- 
ner man is. 

The common branches the elementary school and 
especially the tool subjects need not regarded, just 
because they are tools, impersonal way. The child 
does not view them that way. They are tools the hands 
distinct and definite persons. Persons, whom the 
young plan become, achieving through these tools.

work the children. get the spiritual, religious, and

question ideals, and the child achieves 
every one his daily tasks personality, the ideal 
may made enter his every movement,—to mechanize 
good conduct and make virtue familiar The child can 
led strive after the ideal strives achieve. Con- 
duct like genius supplied where needed. can 
become the Christian ideal accountant, and can 
made aware the fact that just important for 
him become the ideal become the accountant. 
Honesty, truthfulness and regularity are just import- 
ant the knowledge numbers, principles bookkeep- 
ing, and skill penmanship. Here again may ob- 
served that all proposals the ideal must made 
real. are not generalities, and generalities 
such are not realities. Realities this case are very dis- 
tinct personages. The ideal accountant must made 
real the boy who plans become such, will find 
rather difficult become the ideal. 

Here might objected that according this theory 
there would unlimited multiplication ideals, which 
would far beyond the capacity even the best 
teachers. The number could easily limited, and more- 
over the average school spends more time repetition 
than would satisfy the needs specific study such 
ideals would make them practical and indeed living 
models for the young. The young are not interested 
generalities. Their minds cannot 
They are given concrete details, and intensely con- 
cerned about realities. They cannot interpret ideals, and 
adjust their experiences and themselves the character- 
istic traits and achievements them, unless they are 
specifically related the realities their own lives. 

When the ideal thus made meaningful and moved 
thought, word and action high motives, the child 
the imitators will likewise. They love imitate 
their ideals. Ideals exercise the ascendency over their 
hearts and minds. They get normally their motives 
where they get their ideas. When they get their motives 
from one source and their ideas from another there 
kindred break their types conduct; rather,—when 
the ideas which they ordinarily fashion into activity have 
not spiritual, and religious motive,—are not gotten from 
source that has spiritual and religious tone about it, 
the activity will not have, although the children will have 
motive. morning instruction religion the chil- 
dren may given motivation for their conduct during 
the day.—to please God and save their souls. They 
get their motive where they get their idea, namely from 
God and the manifestations His will. The motive which 
will lead them during the day, however, perform one 
duty after another will most likely gotten conjunc- 
tion with the activity which they get their ideas about 
history, geography, etc. There course positive 
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reason for not associating the source their first motive 
with those all others, carrying over the motive. 
can done. matter fact not done very 
frequently, and for negative reasons. The mind may 
have general motives good, but activity the 
attention and interest are drawn the ideas which 
they can successfully achieve. 


For the Christian child the ideal should Christian. 
The school not only informing their minds; also 
transforming their hearts and consciences. The univer- 
sity student aims and strives become the doctor, law- 
yer, etc., his ideal. his specific one pagan his con- 
duct then and thereafter likely pagan also. His 
conduct will not transformed mere platitudes the 
orator apostrophes the ideal,—something just gen- 
eral, that true, beautiful and good. His conduct 
transformed just what wants become. The relig- 
ious element the ideal unifies the activity the heart, 
will and mind. the only force that can. This true 
alone Christ and His saints. They not only teach but 
they exemplify and enthuse alike. While they can satisfy 
the highest flights genius, they can fill the deepest 
longings the heart and inspire the highest motives 
the 

The child the elementary grades likewise led 
become the ideal his heart’s longings. This not 
mere beautiful, high-sounding, and more less meaning- 
less word, something rather definite, and something 
which feels the time his capacities will allow him 
become. The choice perhaps regulated his native 
powers and the nurture that has been given him the 
home and the preceding school years.

God has been 
generous His gifts those our time. His marvelous 
laws are aiding those the present transform life. 
Reality sends forth its appeal every class through the 
colorful, toneful and feelingful. There evidence 
every hand the struggle conscience with appetites, and 
the young carry about their natures mementos the 
struggle. But have the schools, and especially religious 
schools, done the same with the ideals conduct? Are 
they not perhaps continuing too long old way, 
feeding the mind the contemplative, his meagre 
surroundings, with abstractions, and ideals are general- 
ized, when the world given over utterly thought,— 
and thinking, derived from reality all its con- 
creteness. Yet for the Christian teacher with clear 
prospective the problem the only source real em- 
barassment need the wondrous richness the treas- 
ures available.

Observance Constitution Week, Sept. 11-17 


September 17th marks the one hundred and fortieth an- 
niversary the adoption the federal Constitution 
the Constitutional Convention held Philadelphia. 
many respects the most significant anniversary our 
national calendar. But for the adoption the Constitu- 
tion the heroic struggle our forefathers for liberty and 
independence might have gone for naught. Under the 
Articles Confederation, Washington declared, the lib- 
erated colonies were drifting into anarchy and chaos, for 
lack effective central government. Thirteen sover- 
eignties were growing disagreement, which some in- 
stances had reached the point open conflict. The estab- 
lishment general national policies upon which stability 
and prosperity could built, was impossible. 

was providential that the ineffectiveness the Con- 
federation was soon recognized, and that there was 
hand the leadership such men Washington, Frank- 
lin, Hamilton, Madison and others little less ability and 
patriotism, guide distraught people sound 


basis nationality. 

The air was filled, as in Europe after the French Revolution, with 
the clamor of demagogues and doctrinaires, but the framers of the Con- 
stitution, formulating the national charter, counsel 
Washington, who said: “Let raise standard which the wise and 
the good may repair. The event is with God.” 

The scheme of government devised by the framers of the Constitution 
combined freedom with order, liberty with security. Its system of 
checks and balances built insuperable obstacles the tyranny either 
the monarch the mob. Its guarantees fundamental rights were 
protected the creation Supreme Court against whose fiat, 
harmony with the Constitution, even majority powerless. 

Some the effected the Constitution the past 
twenty years are not more popular than the provisions of the original 
document, and there is no assurance that further changes would not 
represent retrogression rather than progress.

COMMUNITY RECREATIONS 


one the features religious life 

has much with keeping Sisters healthy 
and with making life more livable for them every way, 
the community recreation which according rule 
taken after each the more important meals the day. 
Unfortunately strict compliance with this rule not 
always possible, because the academic and hospital 
duties which the Sisters have Whenever 
possible, however, there nearly hour after dinner 
the middle the day, and another corresponding period 
after supper the evening, devoted relaxation and 
conversation, 

have known people who were very much inclined 
think that these recreations represented waste time 
great extent, and that would much better 
spend these precious hours reading studying doing 
something useful, rather than merely sitting together 
during the period after meals amusing each other re- 
tailing the news the day and the interesting experiences 
they may have gone through. course jokes abound, 
though serious give and take thought the basis 
the recreation time, and there are definite directions 
make valuable possible for those who take part 

have even known young members religious orders 
who were prone think that these recreation hours were 
waste valuable time that might better spent. This 
particularly likely their attitude mind when 
they are ambitious students and want make use 
every possible moment apart from necessary duties for 
study. Nearly everything, however, that enjoined 
the old rules religious life very great value and 
the result profound thinking. Usually has been 
tried the fire experience, and has been use for 
hundreds years, and almost sure represent some 
great practical truth the management the spiritual 
the physical life the members the order. 
nothing this truer than with regard the recreations 
so-called. They represent rule hours real relaxa- 
tion, and nothing could better than that period this 
kind should come just after the principal meals. 

great many physicians now are accustomed coun- 
sel patients who have any tendencies indigestion 
sure not alone just after meals. people who have 
become aware their stomachs—for whenever you be- 
come aware your stomach you are likely produce 
after meals, they will almost surely interfere with their 
digestion thinking it. course there are any 
serious objective symptoms, especially localized tenderness 
the stomach region, careful investigation the con- 
dition present should made. Cancer ulcer are not 
infrequent—ulcer young adults, cancer the middle 
aged. neither cancer nor ulcer nor some their 
complications sequelae are present, then there prob- 
ably nothing the matter with the stomach, and the one 
thing all important keep the mind off it. 

distinguished French physician once said that had 
seen great deal indigestion but most was above 
the neck, while German colleague added that the one 
supremely indigestible thing the world was the human 
mind, and you get that your stomach you cannot 
digest off, you must lift off. excellent work- 
ing rule forget that digestion going just far 
possible, occupy yourself with something else and allow 
the process proceed without any anxiety about it. 
There very old proverb which says, watched pot 
does not boil,” and that were transferred the 
stomach, even more true that watched stomach 
does not digest well.” The original proverb due the 
fact that are anxious have pot boil and stand 
and watch while are waiting for boil, 
seems interminable time before actual boiling takes 
place. the same way watch our stomachs, and 
seems long while before digestion completed, and 
are very likely delay the process the consequent 
solicitude with regard it. 

Most this tendency pay too much attention 
digestion overcome spending the time recreation, 
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talking others, deliberately trying entertain them 
and being turn entertained ourselves. Above all, this 
eminently true there good deal light-hearted 
laughter during recreation. Laughter causes, perhaps 
should say accompanied the body, irregular 
and down movements the diaphragm. When people 
are not used laughing, they sometimes get stitch 
the side which really due little spasm their 
diaphragm. This and down movement the dia- 
phragm causes rub over the upper surface the 
liver, the largest and most important organ the body, 
and this produces sort massage the liver. When 
they asked the Irishman whether life was worth living, 
said once, “That depends the liver,” meaning 
course, both the person that does the living and the large 
organ that name, seated the right upper quadrant 
the abdomen, which much our good health de- 
pends. there anything the matter with the liver, 
are likely feel blue, but also green and brown and 
other unfavorable colors, and life may seem very little 
worth the living. Massage the liver excellent 
thing for that large organ stimulate activity and 
make its work ever much better than would 
otherwise the case. 

This is, however, only one favorable influence the 
abdominal organs due laughter. Another very favorable 
influence produced upon the stomach, for the up-and- 
down movements the diaphragm stimulate peristaltic 
movements the stomach, and therefore cause that organ 
accomplish its work more thoroughly. The most im- 
portant function the stomach its motility and not its 
secretion. The stomach must pass the food the 
intestines regular intervals, and, unless does this 
digestion, very seriously disturbed. Laughter keeps 
the stomach from being sluggish and induces healthy and 
hearty activity it. 

third set organs affected laughter the intes- 
tines. They, too, have their peristalsis stimulated the 
up-and-down movements the diaphragm above them, 
because these movements the diaphragm are felt all over 
the abdomen. Indeed, one may laugh heartily, especi- 
ally one unused it, that some the large abdo- 
minal muscles actually may become sore. This serves 
show how movements the diaphragm compress all the 
organs the abdomen and act even upon the muscles 
the abdominal wall and cause them move sympathy. 


very probable that the up-and-down excursions 
the diaphragm also have stimulating, least mas- 
saging, effect upon the pancreas and the spleen. The 
pancreas extremely important organ which the 
generality people have known very little until compara- 
tively recent years. have found that many cases 
diabetes diseased least somewhat degenerated. 
not very solid organ, being represented the 
sweetbreads animals, and probable that massage 
has good deal effect causing throw out 
its secretion more rapidly than before. helps digest 
the meats and the fats, but particularly the starches and 
sugars, and extremely important therefore that when 
large meal eaten, with great variety viands and 
particularly sweets and desserts, laughter should accom- 
pany the eating the meal order stimulate the pan- 
creas and cause secrete more the enzymes that 
are important for digestion and also for the proper absorp- 
tion and preparation the blood sugary and starchy 
materials. Fortunately most large dinners there 
lightheartedness and gayety dictated nature that exactly 
fulfils the indications and causes laugh heartily though 
have suspicion that that nature’s way getting 
our pancreas act more efficiently. 

Another abdominal organ which used know 
very little, little indeed, that for time was counted 
among the useless organs, for can removed without 
fatal termination for the individual, the spleen. This 
situated just below the diaphragm the left side, some- 
what corresponding the liver the right side, though 
the spleen ever much smaller. know now that 
this blood-manufacturing organ and possesses 
very full blood supply. The excursions the diaphragm 
undoubtedly affect the spleen rather powerfully, for the 
organ rather soft and pulpy, and good deal com- 
pression can brought bear it. The flow blood 
through the spleen encouraged the up-and-down 
movements the diaphragm and this facilitates the dis- 
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posal material that has just been poured into the blood 
stream the abdomen from the intestines during diges- 
tion. 

word, every important abdominal organ, including 
the kidneys, acted upon favorably laughter. Urinary 
secretion often made much more abundant that way, 
and, this represents very significant part our excre- 
tory process, easy understand how valuable may 
be. Where there are tendencies constipation, laughter 
constitutes excellent adjunct other directions for 
the relief that symptom. All sorts contrivances have 
been recommended for the massage the intestines, but 
none them good plain, simple hearty laughter 
indulged regular intervals far possible several 
times day. Some years ago German specialist recom- 
mended massage means cannon ball bowling 
ball sixteen pound shot. This was directed rolled 
over the abdomen, especially along the line the large 
intestine. The diaphragm its excursions, however, dur- 
ing laughter, acts particularly upon the transverse colon 
much more efficiently than cannon ball shot would. 


Besides the abdominal contents, the organs the thorax 


chest cavity are also affected favorably. Laughter, 


instance, has profound effect upon the lungs, because the 
up-and-down movements the diaphragm cause the lungs 
expand and then contract much more than under 
ordinary conditions. These larger expansions and con- 
tractions the lungs ventilate those organs very well and 
keep the air certain passages the lungs from being 
immobile would otherwise be. Large quantities 
air are taken down into the lungs hearty laughing 
and then are expelled rather violently. This excellent 
exercise for the lungs, and nothing better keep them 
the highest vitality. Besides, the compression exerted 
the movements the diaphragm the lungs stimu- 
lates the circulation those organs, and gives them ever 
much more vitality than when they are used only for 
quiet breathing. Laughing, for instance, ever much 
better exercise for the lungs than the 
exercises which many people indulge in. The exer- 
cises require effort the will, while laughter occurs 
spontaneously, and for that very reason much more 
wholesome for us. because this extra ventilation 
the lungs that our food oxidized and absorbed into 
the system better when laugh frequently and heartily; 
hence the maxim, “laugh and grow fat”. Man the 
only animal that laughs, but that given make 
for our tendency sluggishness cultivate the intel- 
lectual life too sedulously and not take exercise enough. 

Another extremely important organ above the dia- 
phragm, that within the thorax chest, which 
affected laughter, the heart. The up-and-down excur- 
sions the diaphragm lift that organ and down and 
stimulate rather thoroughly. very hearty laughter 
there real massage the heart muscle and particularly 
the right heart, which needs much more stimulation 
than the thicker and more active muscles the left 
heart. The heart lies along the diaphragm, actual 
touch with except for the pericardium external cover- 
ing the heart. might thought that massage 
the heart would not needed particularly, for mus- 
cular pump that has contract some seventy times min- 
ute all during the life and would seem have quite 
enough without being disturbed laughter; but 
experience has shown that the heart acted upon very 
favorably external stimulation. recent years has 
been noted that when the heart stops, during the taking 
anesthetic, for instance, stimulation the cardiac 
musculature, even direct blows upon the chest 
massage through the diaphragm abdominal 
operation going on, will set going again, and thus 
save life which might otherwise have perished. 

all know how much depressing effect dis- 
couragement has upon the heart. Indeed the very word 
discouragement means take the heart out person. 
form the word dishearten, and nearly 
all languages have this figure taking the heart out 
one. all know too that after hearty laugh the 
discouragement often lifted, and the heart seems 
beat more forcibly, and course immediately after the 
laughing will actually beat more rapidly. This prob- 
ably the physical reason why laughter makes feel 
good. heart stimulated it, directly and mechan- 
ically, through the movements the diaphragm, and the 
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result that the circulation rendered more active. Blood 
feel better afterwards. 


Sisters are noted for the ease with which they laugh, 
and their recreation hours particularly are likely 
punctuated with frequent laughing. After all, laughing, 
like most other muscular activities, becomes much easier 
the more it. readily form the habit 
and find hard not yield the temptation muscular 
repetition. Children laugh very easily, and very 
for them. Members the religious orders retain 
their childlike simplicity much more than other people, 
hence the ease with which they laugh and the resultant 
good effects which they secure from it. Children, 
instinct, not only laugh heartily but talk loudly, and like 
cry out one another, and also like run hard, and 
all these bring about deep excursions the diaphragm 
and that massage organs which such valuable fea- 
ture the diaphragm’s work. 


The old religious rule, then, requiring recreation twice 
day, and making that just much duty any- 
thing else during the twenty-four hours, was extremely 
valuable hygienic precaution. The old rulemakers did not 
know the anatomical and physiological reasons which 
made the practice recreation and the free laughter that 
accompanies valuable for health. They thought 
its effect upon the spirit and the disposition rather 
than the body. All they knew was that laughing did 
the members the order good, and that the recreation 
was therefore very valuable. Ordinarily, especially 
those outside the Church, presumed that religious 
are rather solemn people and very little laughing. Those 
who know them best know that exactly the opposite 
the case, and that one laughs easily they do. 
This particularly true the women religious, and 
they who need this special exercise their diaphragm 
ever much more. Male religious often walk rapidly, 
and the young ones among them play games which cause 
deep excursions the diaphragm, and they get the 
effect thoroughgoing stimulation their heart and 
lungs. Women, least old times, were not supposed 
indulge much rapid movements. Life was sup- 
posed quiet and sedate. our time ladies 
rule not hurry along the streets nor indulge much 
sports. result they miss the excursions the dia- 
phragm that are valuable for health and for the proper 
function the organs its neighborhood both above and 
below. Good hearty laughter indulged over prolonged 
period once twice day will make for this lack 
exercise muscles that would cause deep excursions 
the diaphragm provide more oxygen for the tissues. 


Teachers the Pupils See Them 


The influence teachers best judged pupils them- 
selves. High school juniors were asked the North 
Central Association Colleges and Secondary Schools 
give three reasons for liking and three reasons for dis- 
liking school. Approximately per cent the 14,585 
reasons given for liking school referred the teacher. 
Thirteen per cent the 4,685 who dislike school named 
the teacher. the other hand, more than the two com- 
bined voted “the teachers” among the admired character- 
istics their school. 


More significant, however, were the qualities considered 
the “elements strength” possessed the best teachers. 
the 13,825 replies made, “capability” “knowledge 
one’s subject” with per cent all the replies, led the 
list; “character (force, disposition, sympathy)” received 
per cent the total replies; “fairness,” per cent; 
nature, humor, kindness,” per cent. 


The most commonly mentioned trait the weakest 
teachers was “failure explain and make clear,” which 
included per cent the replies. Next order fre- 
quency were “lack discipline,” with per cent; “favor- 
itism” with per cent; “uninteresting and uninterested,” 
“unfairness,” and “quick temper,” each with per cent. 


Teachers and those preparing teach will well 
meditate this report. School boards and superinten- 
dents selecting new teachers may wisely consider more 
carefully the pupils’ reactions teachers. 
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MATRIMONY (Continued) 


Very Early Marriages Should Avoided. 

Though marriage valid the ages mentioned above, 
yet parents should watch over their children that they 
may not assume the heavy responsibilities married life 
age which they are incapable making good 
choice one who their life companion, also 
when they are unfit both physically and mentally enter 
upon the serious and important office parents. Many 
young people rush into matrimony impelled only sen- 
timent passion, totally ignorant the real purpose for 
which the holy state matrimony was instituted, and 
finding themselves bound duties for which they have 
liking. The inevitable result discontent, and desire 
break the tie which nothing but death can sever. 
more mature age, when character has been formed, mind 
disciplined, and will strengthened will conduce happier 
marriages, from which will spring happy families modelled 
the Holy Family Nazareth.

The “Ne Temere” Decree Marriage. 

This decree called from its first words, “Ne temere”, 
embodies code laws concerning marriage which went 
into effect Easter, 1908. This decree does not affect the 
marriage non-Catholics who have never been Catholics, 
but Catholics who have fallen away from the Church are 
still bound it. 


Principal Features the Temere Decree. 

marriage valid, unless performed parish 
priest his own parish, bishop his own diocese, 
delegate either the presence two witnesses. 
Any priest for his parish, any bishop for his own dio- 
cese, may give permission another act his delegate 
performing marriage. 

person should attempt perform marriage 
outside the limits his diocese, bishop outside the 
limits his diocese without the permission the parish 
priest, the bishop the place, there marriage. 

priest his own parish, bishop his own 
diocese should join marriage couple, neither whom 
resides there, without the permission their pastor 
bishop, the marriage valid, but unlawful, because 
infringes the rights the pastor the parties. 

real residence with the intention remaining, 
have dwelt therein for least month. 

When the parties reside different parishes, the mar- 
riage celebrated the parish the bride, unless for 
sufficient reasons performed elsewhere. 

Marriage Without Priest. 

The blessing the matrimonial consent priest 
not essential the Sacrament Matrimony, and may 
omitted under certain conditions follows:

matrimony, they may simply express their mutual con- 
sent the presence two witnesses and they are validly 
married. When there danger death, the same thing 
may done, even there such expected delay 
the coming the priest, but even this case not 
licit contract marriage without priest one can 
called.

Outside 
the church means outside the body the church, but does 
not exclude the sacristy, which, therefore, mixed mar- 
riage may celebrated. general rule, such marriages 
are performed the rectory. 

The new Canon Law says that marriages should not 
women religious, except cases urgent necessity, and 
this because neither religious women, nor seminarians 
should disturbed their discipline, nor allowed indi- 
scriminately witness the marriage ceremony. 


Time Marriage. 

The practice having marriages take place with 
Mass goes back Pope St. Evaristus the second cen- 
tury. The present Code Canon Law does not forbid 
marriage any time. But prohibits the nuptial bless- 
ing during Advent, and Christmas Day, and during Lent 
and Easter Day. The bishop may even permit dur- 
ing these times, merely advising the parties abstain 
from too much pomp. 


The Marriage Ceremony. 

the ceremony not Mass, the priest wearing 
surplice and white stole, the presence two wit- 
nesses, asks the man Latin English (or other lan- 
guages). N., wilt thou take N., here present for thy law- 
ful wife according the rite our holy Mother, the 
Church? which the man answers aloud, will.” The 
priest then asks the bride: N., wilt thou take N., here 
present for thy lawful husband according the rite 
our holy Mother Church? The bride answers, will.” 

Then the bidding the priest they join their right 
hands and the priest Latin pronounces the following 
words, making the same time the sign the cross, 
which the marriage sanctioned and blessed the 
Church: join you together marriage, the name 
the Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghost.” 
then sprinkles them with holy water. 


Ceremony the Ring. 

The priest then blesses the ring, which symbol 
faithfulness, with prayer and holy water, after which 
hands the man, who puts the third finger the 
woman’s left hand, saying: “With this ring, thee wed, 
and plight unto thee troth.” The priest then 
Latin says the Kyrie eleison, some versicles, followed 
the Our Father, and this prayer asking God’s protection 
upon those who have been joined matrimony: “Look 
down, beseech Thee, Lord, upon these Thy servants, 
and graciously protect Thy institutions, whereby Thou 
hast provided for the propagation mankind; that those 
who are joined together Thine Authority may pre- 
served Thy help. Through Christ our Lord. Amen.” 


The Nuptial Mass. 

holy Mother Church, solicitude surround her 
children with every grace and strength entering the 
holy state matrimony, has assigned special Mass for 
marriages, called the Nuptial Mass, which filled with 
appropriate prayers asking God’s blessing the married 
couple, her wish that her children should avail them- 
selves such special graces, and receive the nuptial bless- 
ing, which given nowhere but the Nuptial Mass. Ac- 
cording the new Code Canon Law, the nuptial bless- 
ing may not given during Advent and Christmas 
Day, nor during Lent and Easter Sunday. However, 
the bishop may permit even during these times the 
blessing given, but will such case advise the 
parties abstain from too much pomp.

“He who uses English today comes more nearly than 
any man any time since the building Babel 
speaking all mankind they were one language 
and one speech.”

More than one are the factors which have contributed 
this result, underlying all them being the energy and 
enterprise different groups English-speaking people 
commerce, discovery and colonization, and inven- 
tion, well politics and diplomacy and war. Long 
after the English language had become rich literature 
there were fears that might not endure. this ac- 
count was that Bacon, contemporary with Shakespeare, 
wrote and published his magnum opus Latin. Today its 
duration seems secure that Latin, which, like 
Sanscrit and Greek, would dead language but for 
its employment the ritual the Church. English, 
contrast with the fate Latin, lives and grows, and has 
attained vocabulary never equaled copiousness and 
comprehensiveness that any other tongue.

instrument culture and knowledge.

This would separate the 
bad fiction from the good, and concentrate the financial 
resources the libraries upon the circulation what 
worthy being read. would long way toward 
keeping moonshine out the heads class readers, 
many them not arrived “years who 
are wasting most the time that they devote reading.

The Ideal Teacher 


address Dr. Hans Redten- 
bacher Vienna, delivered recently 
before the Health Section the 
Federations Convention 
Edinburgh, was devoted argument 
support the proposition that 
“violence cannot educate.”

tive, while others are clear and likely 
command wide assent. This refer- 
ence will concern itself with the lat- 
ter, 

opinion that consequently 
upon the development militarism 
the past age, we-live envi- 
ronment discontent which many 
families exist where the time and pa- 
tience necessary the proper bring- 
ing children are lacking. 
these children receive what they need 
the schools? Here what Dr. 
Redtenbacher reports: 

“Examinations certain schools 
Vienna have shown that number 
deficiencies due obviously 
physical incapacity the child are 
treated solely sheer violence. The 
child scolded, punished, beaten 
nagged from morning till night.” 

Such treatment, sure, betokens 
“an incredible lack understanding 
children.” goes on: 

“Can any one believe possible 
enforce liking produce strength 
the child violence? Can com- 
mand joy work, appetite, love? 
Education not easy all that. 
using strong language does not edu- 
cate. the overworked mother 
family unable show sufficient 
patience toward child, that child 
should meet the kindergarten and 
the school person who tries find 
some way awakening the missing 
feeling joy. search for such 
persons with fine ideals and healthy 
nerves, and make them educators 
our school children, is, be- 
lief, one the most urgent tasks 
our period civilization.” 

the United States, where revul- 
sion against the abuse corporal 
punishment schools began longer 
than generation ago, and where the 
birchen switch practically memo- 
the past, these views are al- 
ready entertained, and other remarks 
the learned Austrian along the 
same line will read with general 
assent: 

“Above the noise the fight be- 
tween methods education, one 
thing seems evident: That only few 
are able use the new method 
education which requires letting the 
child work out his own problems, 
learn depend himself the fur- 
thering talents and 
adaption different phases devel- 
opment. How else could pos- 
sible for parents react child’s 
lack appetite boxing his ears, 
for teachers react their pupils’ 
restlessness (probably the natural de- 
sire for necessary exercise) keep- 
ing them after school hours, order- 
ing them copy hundred times 
should sit quietly school?’ for 
physicians permit kindergarten 
teachers drag newcomers the 
collar the examination? take 
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stand for the abolition violence 
this connection. absolutely con- 
vinced that anemia, neurasthenia, all 
the different forms listlessness, dis- 
satisfaction the family life, so- 
ciety, working place and office, that 
suicides, divorce, passive resistance 
and terror, war, rape and murder can 
traced back and attacked the 
same point, and that the lack un- 
derstanding and the acts force are 
the causes these evils. Wherefore, 
want add the highly developed 
physical culture the Anglo-Saxon 
race and the ingenious French exper- 
iment fighting the lack joy 
auto-suggestion cheerfulness, the 
idea finding the fundamental prob- 
lem happiness the conscientious 
choice the educators. have 
find men and women who are able, 
without violence, and with enthusi- 
asm born understanding and love 
for the soul the child, bring 
new and lovable members society 
who, their time, will introduce the 
same kind behavior their fam- 
ily and professional life.” 

Fortunate are the Catholic paro- 
chial schools the United States! 
The gentle Sisters forming the major- 
ity among their teaching body are 
shining examples the type 
teachers described Dr. Redten- 
bacher ideal. 


Public Libraries and Museums 

article the pamphlet “Ed- 
ucation the United States Amer- 
ica,” prepared under the direction 
John Tigert, Commissioner Edu- 
cation, brings together interesting 
statistics the subject libraries 
and museums. 

Public libraries and public museums 
are important educational agencies, 
and their usefulness has been greatly 
augmented within the past few years, 
many libraries having adopted meas- 
ures attract attention the ad- 
vantages that may derived from 
the use facilities which they afford 
for persons engaged study and re- 
stances are equipped with staffs cap- 
able affording expert service 
students. Provision for the training 
librarians exists several states, 
and also system certification for 
librarians similar that for teachers.

before one can reduce them system. Should 
board every train stopping the station because 
disdain schedule the service the information 
desk? Random and vagarious behavior, trial and 
error learning, are not the typical human activities. 


Experience with the orientation course has varied. 
Each college has its own freshman problems. That 
emphatically true the larger institutions. 
some instances the course has failed, because spe- 
cialized and technical teaching and co-operation 
were not because the college did not make 
required curricular changes. general the larger 
colleges with democratic aims could profit it. 
The smaller colleges with cultural and artistic out- 
look will not find the same values. these 
might wise select certain ingredients the 
orientation course, g., the technical study those 
psychological principles that make learning effec- 
tive. That would apply the pre-professional and 
technical schools. 


Now the “survey” course have limited such 
efforts tend give the student life-view and 
world-view and adequate scale values. Those 
efforts furnish selection experiences. Sweeping 
broadly the results the past individual and social 
living, they review the contributions and failures 
mankind. Elsewhere have dealt with several types 
survey courses, their content, and methods. (Bul- 
letin XXIII, No. the A., 1926). 

Before the advent the social sciences this sort 
liberal effort was scarcely possible. These sci- 
ences now supply the method the survey course 
employs. The method has one feature should 
note—the trend toward synthesis. brings to- 
gether such features, facts, and factors the lives 
men and communities describe experience 
given stage through definite period. that 
extent follows the logic science. But survey 
course does not merely describe. attempts un- 
derstand and explain. That philosophy. this 
course there are once the purposes science and 
those philosophy. Both are applied the matter 
the course. shows the difference between logic 
training and logic perspective and insight. 
Logic training often has been overstressed, and 
the values logic insight have been understi- 
mated. the survey course historical and philo- 
sophical elements are prominent. Back institu- 
tions and manners are ideas. Even manners 
institutions are subject development and retro- 
gression. Acquaintance with those institutions in- 
volves history. taps the preparation history 
the student brings his task and calls for larger 
accumulations. The instructor supplies required 
philosophical insight. The student then faces the 
facts spirit inquiry and interpretation. 
must learn couple his problem with reality, 
and not rest his solution vacuum doubt, 
opining personal metaphysics. Naturally the 
interpretations here given lack the richness that 
characterizes senior student’s work. But treat- 
ing men, ideas, and institutions, the notions 
causality, temporal sequence, the fallacies incidental 
inductive thinking, ethical schools, religious 
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forces, differentiation between the major philosoph- 
ical positions could come for general treatment. 
The student will then see that processes from the 
past have meaning and how they came 
direction they have taken. Thought and institutions 
embodying thought become intelligible and ap- 

That, take it, the chief function and aim the 
survey course defined. tall order. Prob- 
ably one will urge the charge looseness content 
and method. One may urge too that the attitude 
instruction chronological, not functional. The 
charge looseness will true not true depend- 
ing the character the selected topics embodied 
the work. The selections will adequate cen- 
tering upon what sociology regards the primary, 
intermediate, and secondary groups, and upon ideas 
justice, freedom, property and production. 
looseness method, there are differences between 
general and superficial survey. That the attitude 
instruction chronological, not functional, could 
turned against the college whole. Whatever 
looseness marks the methods and content the sur- 
vey course, marks the humanistic sciences their 
present stage development. Though philosophy 
and history have had century old careers render- 
ing experience meaningful, neither them have had 
the record the humanistic sciences arousing the 
interest, baiting the enthusiasm the student, and 
supplying him early his career with method 
thought and evaluation. Perhaps that owing 
limitations the intelligence quotients. All men are 
not called creative thinkers. But most college 
graduates could have intelligent appreciation 
the past, how moulded the present, and interest 
whither are going. They may not add the 
world’s knowledge but surely they could add their 
own. Defects content and method afford the in- 
structor his chance instill limitations. You will 
admit adventure; that serves its purpose with 
those students who will never come the diagnos- 
tic weapons and capacity for mental with 
which scholastic thought equips the individual.
